N % wee therekoze deſirous to end the ſame differences, and inten⸗ 
ding the reliefe of the ſapd Pinne-makers,by the ſetlingandin- 
creaſe ofthe ſaid Manufacturein Duriowne Realme, whereby 
ſo many of Our pooze Subiects, their wines and childzen = bee imployed and maintat- 
ned bytheir labours, which we hold tobe inſt #equall, And findingnofitter way to cect 
theſame, then by appointing to the ſaidCompany ofPÞPin-makers, the firſt vent and ſale of 
Pins, as well foxreigne as home made, but pet at ſuch moderate rates and pzices,as we haue 
pꝛeſtribed them, Doe hereby declare DurRoyall Will and tommandement to be: That all 
Pins whatloener,from the fifth day of Augult next following, to be impoꝛted into this Pur 
Realme from any the parts beyond the Seas, foꝛ the (pace of thzee peeres next comming, 
ſhall be bzought and landed within Dur Pozt of Londononely , and in none other Poꝛt 
oꝛ place whatſoeuer. And the lame Pinnes, being there duely tuſtomed, ſhall be at vinall 
rates vttered and ſold by the Impoꝛters thereof, to the ſaid Company of Pinners of 
- London onely, and to none others,; who hauing bought ſuch quantities of good and 
merchantable ſtuffe, as, together with their owne Pinnes here made, Will ſerne to ſupply 
the neceſſary vſe of Pur Realme, are firſt to ſeale, and then to vtter them againe to the Ha- 
berdaſhers and Traders in that tommoditie at ſuch reaſonable Nates as e haue pꝛelcri⸗ 
bed: Whom wee doe hereby alſo txpꝛeſly charge and command, from time to time, as need 
ſhall require, to buy and take the ſame off, and from the hands of the laid Company of pin⸗ 
ners onely, and from none other perſon oz perſons whatſoeuer: Under the pame of the 
. fozfeiture of all ſuch Pinnesas ſhall be impoꝛted, bought oz ſold, contrary to the Tenoꝛ ot 

this Pur Royall commandement. : | | 

Pꝛouided, that all ſuch Merchants, oꝛ others that now haue 4 — any Pins bepond 
the Seas, foꝛ any other Poꝛt then the Poꝛt of London, ſhall within kourteene dapes after 
the date of this Pur Pꝛoclamation, foꝛbeare to impoꝛt oz vnlade them in any other Poꝛt 
oꝛ place, then in the ſaid Foꝛt of London : noꝛ ſhall vtter oꝛ ſell them to any others, but to 
the ſaid Pinners of London: Under the paine ofthe fozfeiture thereof,co be leized and ta · 
ken as fozfeited to Us, Pur Heires and Sucteſſoꝛs. Willing, and hereby ſtraightly char- 
ging and commanding all Maioꝛs, Sheriffes, Bayliffes, Juſtices of Peace, Cuſtomers, 
Comptrollers, Searchers, Waiters, Conſtables, Headbozoughs, and other Our Officers 
and Miniſters, to be ayding and aſſiſting to the due execution and accompliſhmentof this 
Our Royall will and commandement, as they tender Our pleaſure , and will anſwere 
the contrary at their perils. | a
